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DIVINE HEALING 


There is an old saying, “God helps 
those who help themselves,” and there 
are many who believe this is so. Allow 
me to revise it thus, “God helps those 
who cannot help themselves.” The Bible 
agrees to this and nowhere within _ its 
pages can be found anything to make us 
doubt the truth of the statement. 


There are thousands of sick people ia 
the world to-day, and many of God's 
children, who know nothing about di- 
vine healing. Shall we les them die when 
Jesus came to redeem man’s body as well 
as his soul and spirit? Could you think 
of a creator who would bring us into 
the world and not provide some remedy 
to keep us? 

Divine healing is the act of God’s 
grace by the direct power of the Holy 
Ghost, by which the physical body is 
delivered from sickness and disease and 
restored to soundness and health. There 
are many promises in the Bible that di- 
vine healing was to be an_ attainable 
blessing to the people of God. We find 
it given to the people of Israel in a spe- 
cial covenant promise. “If thou wilt 
diligently hearken to the voice of the 
Lord thy God, and wilt do that which 
is right in his sight, and wilt give ear to 
his commandments, and keep all his 
statutes, I will put none of these dis- 
eases upon thee, which I have brought 
upon the Egyptians: for I am the Lord 
that healeth thee.” Exodus 15:26. “And 
ye shall serve the Lord your God, and 
he shall bless thy bread, and thy water; 
and I wili take sickness away from the 
midst of thee.”” Exodus 23:25. 


Even before this covenant blessing was 
promised, the physical condition of the 
people was perfect, which indicates 
c'early that God had a special interest in 
their health. Psa. 105:37. There were at 
least two and one-half million people in 
the exodus from Egypt, and “there was 
not one feeble person among their 
tribes.” Moses enjoyed this blessing in a 
special manner (Deut. 34:7), so also 
did Caleb enjoy an unusual experience of 
preservation and health to an old age, 
Joshua 14:10, 11. David _ personally 
knew of the benefits and blessings of 
healirg. Psa. 6:2; 30:2; 103:1-4. When 
Israel lived up to the covenants con- 
ditions, they all had the benefits of heal- 
ing and health, Psa. 107:20; 2 Chr. 30:

20. Hezekiah had a personal experience 
of the same, 2 Kings 20:1-5. 


This blessing was not only for the 
Jew in prophecy, but also given as a re- 
demption blessing, which, together with 
all other gospel blessings through Christ, 
is offered to both Jew and Gentile, Gal. 
3:27-29. There is more said about divine 
healing in prophecy than I can give in 
this message, but I will quote a few 
verses and the rest can be read at your 
leisure. “Then the eyes of the blind shall 
be opened, and the ears of the deaf shall 
be unstopped. Then shall the lame man 
leap as an hart, and the tongue of the 
dumb sing.” Isa. 35:5, 6. This very 
prophecy is referred to by Jesus Him- 
self in Matt. 11:5, 6 where it was daily 
being fulfilled. “The blind receive their 
sight, and the lame walk, the lepers are 
cleansed, and the deaf hear, the dead are 
raised up, and the poor have the gospel 
preached to them.” Another very plain 
prophecy is found in Isa. 53:4, “Surely 
he, hath berre our griefs, and carried our 
sorrows.” The fulfillment of this won- 
derful voice of inspiration is found in 
Matt. 8:17, “Himself took our infirmi- 
ties, and bare our sickness.” 

The beautiful prophecy of salvation 
and healing is found in the following 
verse. Isa. 53:5, “But he was wounded 
for cur transgressions, he was bruised for 
our iriquities; the chastisement of our 
peace was upon him; and with his stripes 
we are healed.” These prophecies all point 
to the redemption work of Jesus, which 
finds its center in the cross. The apostle 
Peter refers to this verse just quoted in 
the following language: “Who his own- 
self bare our sins in his own body on the 
tree, that we, being dead to sin should 
live unto righteousness: by whose 
stripes ye were healed.” 1 Peter 2:24. 
The following references will enable you 
to see that more is said in prophecy about 
healing: Isa. 42:7; 61:1, fulfilled in 
Luke 4:18-21; prophesied in Mal. 4:2, 
fulfilled in Matt. 4:16; Luke 1:78, 79. 
These are all fulfilled in redemption. 

Some one has asked, “Brother Greene, 
do you believe the Bible teaches divine 
healing as a redemption blessing?” I most 
assuredly do, and do you not see how 
plain this is made in the prophecies just 
quoted and in their fulfillment? Jesus 
worked in every respect, in life, minis- 


try, death and resurrection, just accord- 
ing to His redemption plan. His words 
and deeds are the divine expression of 
this redemption plan, and we can clear- 
iy see that healing for the body is placed 
upon an equality with healing for the 
soul. Both are obtained upon the same 
grounds—obedience and faith. 


Salvation may be obtained without 
mental healing, while both are obtained 
by faith, yet they may not both be ob- 
tained by the same act of faith. Jesus 
will be to us just what our faith takes 
Him for. We will note that as some come 
to the Lord for healing, they will add, 
“If it be thy will, heal me, Lord.” On 
the other hand, do you suppose those 
same people would say, “If it be thy will, 
Lord, save me”? We have already 
learned that He will save all who come 
to Him and “him that cometh to me, I 
will in no wise cast out”—the blessed 
words of the Master. In like manner He 
is able to heal our bodies, bless His good 
name forever. 

In an evangelistic service once a 
skeptic asked me if Jesus healed every 
one that came to Him, and perchance 
some one reading this sermon may ask 
the same question. Let me refer you to 
Matt. 4:23, 24; 12:15. In reading these 
references you will notice the people 
“came to him” for healing, and “fol- 
lowed him.” At Nazareth, His own 
tewn, where He had been brought up, 
He could do no great work among them, 
because of their unbelief. At Capernaum, 
where some of the most remarkable heal- 
ings were wrought, the people were a 
believing people. Out of nineteen of the 
most prominent individual cases of heal- 
ing in the ministry of Christ and the 
apostles, there were twelve of these 
where their faith is spoken of. The rest 
are mentioned sufficiently plain to show 
that faith brought the healing in every 
case. ; 

This was wonderfully manifested in 
the ministry of the apostles, after the 
day of Pentecost, Acts 3:1-16; 5:12-16; 
8:6-8; 9:17, 18, 33-35; 14:8-10, 19, 
20; 19:11, 12; 20:8-12; 28:3, 6, 8. This 
proves clearly that divine healing is a 
redemption blessing for the entire Holy 
Ghost dispensation.

REPENTANCE 

Being conscious of our sin, 
the next step? 

When John the Baptist came preach- 
ing he said, “Repent ye: for the king- 
dom of heaven is at hand” (Matt, 3:2). 

Jesus came into Galilee, preaching the 
gospel of the kingdom of God and say- 
ing, “The time is fulfilled, and the king- 
dom of God is at hand: repent ye, and 
believe the gospel’”” (Mark 1:15). 

Paul in preaching to the people of 
Athens, speaking of the attitude of the 
Lord to sinners said, “But now com- 
mandeth all men everywhere to repent” 
(Acts 17:30). 

When the people came to hear John 
the Baptist preaching repentance his next 
word to them was, “Bring forth there- 
fore fruits meet for repentance” (Matt. 
S28). 

So there must be some fruits of re- 
pentance.

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Litt Up the Standard

“Go nati go through the gates; 
prepare ye the way of the people; cast 
up, cast up the highway; gather out the 
stones; lift up a standard for the peo- 
ple.” Isa. 62:10. 

I want to use the last clause of this 
verse for a text, “Lift up a standard for 
the people.” Standard means a flag, en- 
sign, or banner, around which men rally, 
or which they follow; that which is es- 
tablished as a rule or model. Surely we 
are living in the last days and many doc- 
trines and theories of men are being ad- 
vocated. With these facts before us, we 
as Spirit-filled men and women, should 
strive to lift up the standard of God’s 
eternal truth, higher than ever before. 
Oh, I do want to see The Church of God 
rise and shine. Some people seem to think 
we can win people for the Lord, have 
greater influence, by toning down, com- 
promising, leaving off a few things; but 
The Church of God is supposed to stand 
for the whole Bible rightly divided and if 
we tone down, leave off, cool off, we 
will never win this lost world for God, 
but we'll soon be a dead church. The 
devil will get us on his “cooling board” 
if he can, 

There is power in the gospel. Paul 
says in Rom, 1:16, “For I am_ not 
ashamed of the gospel of Christ: for it 
is the power of God unto salvation to 
every one that believeth; to the Jew first, 
and also to the Greek.” The gospel is 
what this world needs. They are tired of 
dry, shallow, preaching and formality— 
no power in the preaching, no power in 
the songs and prayers, nothing to draw 
the people to tke Lord. Jesus said in 
John 12:32, “And I, if I be lifted up 
from the earth, will draw all men unto 
me.” He was speaking here of His death 
on the cross, but since He has paid the 
price for this wonderful salvation, sure- 
ly we can lift Him up. I am sure we can 
in different ways. Oh, I want to live so 
people can see Christ in me. Lift up the 
blood-stained banner high. 

[ remember quite well the first Church 
of God service I ever attended. Just a 
few saints were present, but the power 
of God was there. The songs were in- 
spired, the preacher gave out the Word 
with power, their faces shined with the 
glory of God. All this was enough for 
me. Conviction seized my heart and be- 
fore the close of the revival, I received 
the Holy Ghost and_ was added to the 
Church of God. They lifted up the 
standard for the people. I remember 
when I came in the Church, the minister 
in charge did not have to make any re- 
strictions concerning what we must lay 


aside or give up or how we must adorn 
ourselves. The grace of God which 
brought this wonderful salvation, accord- 
ing to Titus, 2nd chapter, had taught 
us everything to deny, or give up. These 
days, when people present themselves for 
membership, the minister has to be very 
particular in mentioning probably, a 
dozen or more things they must leave 
off to become members of The Church 
of God. They have to mention about how 
the sisters must dress. Is the standard be- 
ing lifted, or what is the trouble? If we 
lower the standard, dress like the world, 
talk like the world, people will not want 
the blessing we say we have, for they 
cannot see any difference in our lives and 
theirs. I think Col, 3:3 is a good model 
to go by. “For ye are dead, and your 
life is hid with Christ in Ged.” I believe 
it will take a life dead to the world, hid 
with Christ in God, to be able to go to 
the marriage supper. 

God has always had a standard for His 
people. Noah lifted up the standard for 
the people in his day, was perfect in his 
generation. He did not compromise even 
if no one would believe him, but his own 
family. Paul did not fail to lift up the 
standard. He did not preach with entic- 
ing words. Peter and John were not 
afraid to lift up a Bible standard, if 
they did have to suffer for it. They were 
willing to suffer rather than to lower 
the standrad. 

There is more required of us than any 
people on earth. Why? Because we say 
we are the only Bible Church and have 
the Bible for our discipline. Do our lives 
measure up to the precious Word of 
God? Have we failed God? We have no 
excuse to offer. We have the model. 
Let’s help others to see this good way. 
While some are compromising, falling by 
the wayside, I have a determination to 
hold up the standard till Jesus comes. 
Like Nehemiah of old (Neh. 6:3), “I am 
doing a great work, so that I cannot 
come down.”

BETHLEHEM 
BY J. H. INGRAM 


The reason why Jerusalem figures so 
prominently in my writings, is the fact 
I made my headquarters there, as do most 
pilgrims to the Holy Land. Leaving the 
city from Jaffa Gate the road descends 
into the upper part of the Vale of Hin- 
nom, below the west walls. Then it as- 
cends past the British Ophthalmic (eye) 
Hospital and the Scottish War Memorial 
Church and Hostel. I am sure the Oph- 
thalmic Hospital serves a good purpose, 
since there is much blindness among the 
people of the East, as in the time of our 
Lord, with others suffering from ‘“‘sore 
eyes.” It has been conjectured that Paul’s 
“thorn in the flesh” was chronic oph- 
thalmia, inducing bodily weakness, and 
a repulsive appearance. “For his letters, 
say they, are weighty and powerful; but 
his bodily presence is weak, and _ his 
speech contemptible.” 2 Cor. 10:10. 
Read also 2 Cor. 12:7-10; 1 Cor. 2:3, 4; 
Gal. 4:15. Pardon this digression, and 
let us continue the journey. 

There are no buses running to Bethle- 
hem on account of the strike, and the 
general uprising among the Arabs, so we 
took a city bus to the corporation line 
and set out on foot. Passing a road on 
the left. which leads up to the “Hill or 
Evil Counsel,” one may see the place 
where tradition says the High Priest 
Caiaphas had a house in which the Jews 
first met to take counsel together 
against Jesus. We had about five miles 
to walk after leaving the bus, to reach 
Bethlehem, which is situated on a slight- 
ly lower level, to the south of Jerusa- 
lem. For some distance now we traverse 
the upper side of the Plain of Rephiam, 
or “Valley of Giants,” possibly alluding 
to the ancient inhabitants, the children 
of Anak. Numbers 13:21-25; also verses 
32-33. In this plain David fought two 
battles with the Philistines; 2 Sam. 5:17- 
FB 

In my fancy, these scenes of old be- 
came a living reality. I could picture 
little David, the captain of the attack- 
ing forces of the Israelites, setting the 
battle in array, His men were as grass- 
hoppers in size, to compare with the 


giants of Anak, who also were, perhaps, 
superior in numbers. But he deploys his 
“storm troops” and rushes the frontline 
trenches, shouting the victory as they 
go over the top. Bringing the thought 
home to ourselves to-day, it matters lit- 
tle how hard the battles of life mav be, 
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if we have the Captain of the Host of 
the Lord on our side. 


A mile or so down the road was the 
“Well of the Magi,” to our left near an 
olive grove. Tradition relates that when 
the wise men had come thus far from 
Jerusalem, they stopped to draw water, 
and saw far below the reflection of the 
star of the East, which had guided them 
on their journey as far as Jerusalem, and 
had now appeared to them again. Matt. 
2:7-10. The Well of the Magi, as it is 
to-day, takes on the nature of a cistern, 
and has two openings which are several 
feet apart. Each of these openings is cov- 


ered with huge circular shaped stones 
having holes in their centers, through 
which the water may be drawn. The 
opening nearest the road had an_ iron 
cover over it, and there was a large 
hewn-out stone basin alongside, into 


which water was poured for the sheep or 
cattle to drink. The well has fallen into 
disuse of late. I looked down through one 
opening and could see clearly the reflec- 
tion of the light coming in through the 
other one. 


Next we pass on the left the Green 
Convent of Mar Elias—‘St. Elijah” — 
where the prophet is supposed to have 
rested on his flight to Horeb, the Mount 
of God. To the left of the road was a 
sort of little shrine, where there was a 
stone fountain, small cistern, resembling 
a well, partly concealed in a niche back 
of the wall. You could reach down 
through a hole cut in the rock cover 
and dip up the water with a cup pro- 
vided for weary travelers who may thus 
quench their thirst. Being hot and thirsty 
i took some water in the name of 
Jesus, and at the same time quoting Mark 
16:18, “If they drink any deadly thing, 
it shall not hurt them.” I have had to 
lean heavily upon this promise during my 
long journey around the world. On the 
right hand side of the road was a stone 
bench with scripture verses carved upon 
it in Arabic, English and Hebrew, This 
seat was placed here by Mrs. Holman 
Hunt in memory of her husband, the late 
artist, who painted some notable pictures 
—"“The Scape Goat,” etc., during his 
visits to Palestine many years ago. 

Just after passing this corner Bethle- 
hem appears and in the middle distance 
on the left may be seen the Frank Moun- 
tain (2,676), a hill with a flat top, 
which is artificial. This is called by the 
Arabs “Jebel Fureidis”’—‘‘The Hill of 
Paradise. It is the place where Herod the 
Great, after winning a signal victory 
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over Antigonus in 42 B. C., built a town 
and a royal palace which became one of 
his favorite residences. It is in this hill 
that the king was said to have been bur- 
ied, and there is no record to show that 
the tomb has ever yet been discovered. 
Near by, on the same side of the road, is 
a field covered with small pebbles, 
which is the scene of one of the stories 
about out Lord that are typical of the 
old traditions. As He passed by He said 
to a man who was sowing peas, “What 
are you sowing there, my friend?” and 
the answer came “stones.” “Then stones 
you will reap,” said Jesus, and sure 
enough, when the man came to gather 
his crop, he found that all the peas had 
become stones. One need not sow stones 
on the Judean Hills, since this section is 
well biessed with them—unlike the large 
valleys and the plain country on the 
lower levels. Yes! I might say, they are 
“blessed” with stones, a threefold bless- 
ing in my estimation. First, the rocks 
are—some of them—gathered out and 
made into fences, which last for ages, so 
to say. Then others are banked around 
the hillsides in terraces, forming little 


flat benches, which makes cultivation 
easier, and at the same time act as 
safeguards against soil  erosion—the 


washing away of the earth during the 
rainy season. Then last, but not least 
perhaps, the stones help to hold the mois- 
ture in the ground during the dry sea- 
son. The landscaping in the hill country 
was to me a source of beauty. The houses 
are made of white stone with flat roofs, 
and a walled-up enclosure on top, where 
the family and their friends may retire 
in the cool of the day, when they sit to- 
gether and sip coffee, talking over the 
current events. A house of this type 
forms a pretty setting, in the midst of 
one of these little rock-terraced estates, 
entwined with grape vines, and with 
olive and fig trees, pomegranates, and 
what-not, grown up about the place. 
Then, too, there is most always a riot of 
color, when it comes to flowers and 
booming shrubbery, which perfume the 
air with their fragrance. On the other 
hand, lack of care and attention on the 
part of the owners—as is often the case 
—would bring about a scene of utter 
ruin and desolation. “Digging a living 
from the ground” is no light task in this 
country. It is no wonder that God told 
Adam he would have to till the ground 
“in the sweat of his face.” 

Continuing, we presently come to 
Rachel’s tomb, on our right, where Ja- 
cob’s beloved wife died while giving 
birth to Benjamin, during their journ- 
ey from Bethel to take up their resi- 
dence in Hebron, Gen. 35:16-20. This 
is an almost certain site, and is vener- 
ated alike by Christians, Jews, and Mos- 
lems. A few yards farther we took to 
the left, following a branch road which 
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led into Bethlehem itself, and to the an- 
cient Church of the Nativity, built 
over the site where Christ was born and 
laid in the manger. Arriving at the 
church, which is a massive stone struc- 
ture, we came to the door—a little low 
opening within the archway of the orig- 
inal entrance which had been sealed up 
with stone. One has to stoop very low in 
order to enter. This compels the people 
to bow coming in, also it originally 
served as a protection against the on- 
rush of hostile bands who used to rove 
the country. Then, too, the bedouin 
tribes could not bring their camels in- 
side and convert the Sacred Place into a 
stable again, as they would mostly likely 
have done. 


Once we were on the inside and 
straightened up again, I noticed that the 
massive superstructure was held up by 
forty-four huge pillars, which were ar- 
ranged eleven in a row, with two rows 
on each side of the church. We started 
on our long march down the main aisle 
to the altar, beneath which is the Cave 
of the Nativity. There were scores of 
lamps and other religious paraphernalia 
hanging about, which belong only tc 
the Church of Rome, whose influence 1s 
strongly felt, in spite ot the fact that 
the Greeks and Armenians have their 
altars set up, within the walls, and the 
place as a whole is open for worship to 
all Christians. We went down a flight 
of stone steps to the right of the altar, 
lighting the way with candles until we 
came to the cave itself, which is about 
12x42 feet and is lighted by fifty-three 
silver lamps. Near the center was a star 
in the fioor, with the Latin inscription 
“Here Jesus Christ Was Born of the 
Virgin Mary.” The place seemed sacred 
to me in spite of its unconventional 
surroundings, so I reached out my hand 
to touch the spot often washed by the 
tears of pilgrims traveling afar, coming 
from many lands abroad. At the same 
time I knelt in prayer while the tears 
of gratitude and thankfulness for God’s 
great gifc began to flow down my 
cheeks, The removal of this star—which 
appeared to be of silver—led to a dis- 
pute between France and Russia at one 
time, which blazed into the Crimean 
War. We now visit the manger cut in 
the rock below us, and return to the 
main level of the church by another 
stone stairway—worn by the weary foot- 
steps of countless pilgrims, gone on be- 
fore. Leaving the building through the 
same little hole in the wall, we went on 
a short visit about the city before leav- 
ing for the return trip to Jerusalem. 


With other brief references to the 
Church of the Nativity, before passing 
on, it might be well to state that the 
Emperor Hadrian also tried to blot out 
the memory of this sacred spot. by plant- 
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ing a grove and building up a temple to 
Adonis. There is a beautiful Bible story 
interwoven with the history of Bethle- 
hem itself. Here were also born such 
noble characters as Elimelech and Naomi, 
Boaz and Obed, Jesse, David, etc. Read 
the book of Ruth with kindred ref- 
erences leading down to Luke in the New 
Testament. Bethlehem to-day, as in the 
time of Christ, has many houses built 
over caves where the live stock is housed, 
with the family living in rooms above. 
The cattle eat out of mangers cut in 
the rock. 


Modern Bethlehem is somewhat Chris- 
tianized, but there were mobs of angry, 
striking Arabs, milling about the streets, 
and we were threatened with stones on 
entering the city. However, the police 
intervened, and no rocks were thrown. 
A little south of here on the Hebron 
road are the “Pools of Solomon,” where 
Jerusalem gets part of its water supply, 
as in the days of old. I wanted to visit 
this place but my time was too limited. 
Then there is Hebron itself about nine- 
teen miles away in which is the Cave 
of Macpelah, the burial place of Abra- 
ham, Isaac, Jacob, with their wives, Sarah 
Rebekah, and Leah. A Mohammedan 
mosque stands over the cave and no one 
can get in without a pass from _ the 
Grand Mufti. On top of the cave with- 
in the mosque are the tombs. Those of 
Abraham, Isaac and Jacob are covered 
with green and gold cloth, while those 
of Sarah, Rebekah, and Leah are 
shrouded in crimson cloth. It 1» Yelieved 
that no one has entered the cave itself 
since the time when the Crusaders went 
down and saw the amazing sight, the 
moulding bones of the Old Testament 
chiefs lying in the dark, after which 
they washed them in wine and gently re- 
placed them, sealing up the place with 
iron clamps—which are said to still be in 
place. I believe that silver bars were al- 
so put in place later—judging from the 
picture and reports brought back. Any- 
way I left this excursion to Hebron for 
my other trip to Palestine, which I hope 
to make next spring, D. V. 


If I am in the same work next year, 
I will in all probability have to make an- 
other trip to Europe, perhaps to Egypt. 
In that event I want to get up a party 
and tour the Holy Land. I have in mind 
to accept the sub-agency pro-tem from 
one of the large transatlantic lines, in 
which case I will get a free ticket if a 
reasonably large party goes along. Also 
I can get special rates for all. And in 
the case any of our ministers or members 
care to make the trip and do not have 
the ready cash, they can put up about 
one-third of the cost, and a certain bank 
will post the remainder and they can pay 
it in monthly payments after they re- 
turn. Only those regularly employed in 
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the ministry, or either in secular work, 
who have a good credit standing, can 
borrow money on these terms. The cost 
of the entire trip should not be over 
$450.00 and the tour can be made in 
two months. You churches and states as 
well, would profit by letting your pas- 
tor or overseer off on a trip like this, 
and he, too, would receive untold bless- 
ings and lasting benefit. If this trip ma- 
terializes, I will announce it through the 
Evangel soon after the coming Assembly, 
D. V. At least it is something to pray 
about, for in any event we would want 
the mind of the Lord in the matter.

that it was only for the beginning of the 
gospel dispensation. Yes, brother, sister, 
I know that some ministers will teach 
that, and many honest hearts will be- 
lieve it, but let me remind you now that 
the Bible does not teach such a doctrine. 
Christ has never changed, neither His 
power to save and heal. We read in Heb. 
13:8, “Jesus Christ the same yesterday, 
and today, and forever.” 

The greatest thing God can do for 
us is to save us from sin by Jesus Christ, 
Matt. 1:21. The greatest wonder is the 
new birth, John 3:3, 5, 7. There are 
many experiences and blessings in the 
Christian life. But to be saved from sin 
is the greatest. There are people to-day, 
who, if God would heal them, would 
serve the devil and live in sin. It is bet- 
ter never to make a vow, than to make 
one and break it. I sincerely believe that 
as an individual is healed by Jesus it is 
for the purpose of bringing glory to 
Him. John 14:13. 

It was perpetuated in the primitive 
church. History shows that for several 
centuries there were no means of healing 
practiced in the church outside of di- 
vine healing; the superstition and unbe- 
lief of the apostasy crowded out ail 
other gospel truths, but thanks be to 
God the darkness is past and the Sun of 
righteousness with healing in His wings 
is shining salvation and health to all who 
forsake all their old doctrines, creeds, 
and superstitions, and get back upon 
the old apostolic foundation, the Word 
of God. 

Do you believe God still heals to-day ? 
Yes, brother, you should if you don’t. It 
is just as natural for you to say, “Jesus 
heals me now,” as it would be to say 
“Jesus saves me now.” To say “It may 
be God’s will not to heal me,” is as good 
as saying “I am walking against God’s 
will.” Jesus has said, “If ye abide in me 
and my words abide in you, ye shall ask 
what ye will and it shall be done.” 

Sickness and disease do not come from 
God, although He sometimes permits it 
to be so in order to get people to be 
obedient. God permitted the devil to 
afflict Job, not because he was disobed- 
ient but to test him. He stood the test 
and God marvelously healed him. The 
Lord doesn’t want you to suffer a year 
or two before He heals you; healing is 
for you now. Just one look at Jesus and 
the work is done. 

You may say, “Brother, if sickness 
and disease do not come from God, then 
where do they come from?” Well, my 
dear reader, sickness and disease come 
from the devil and were always deal: 
with by Jesus in His earthly ministry as 
a work of the devil. The Word of God 
plainly teaches us that the devil is the 
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author of disease. John 2:7; Luke 3:16; 
Acts 1:18. Only in a permissive sense 
does sickness come from God, and that 
by Satan. This the Scriptures also bear 
out. 

We have people in our home town 
who teach that God in these last days 
intended to use physicians and medicine 
in sickness and disease. Do you think this 
could be possible? I do not condemn the 
man who gets a physician in case of 
sickness or disease, if he hasn’t faith to 
do otherwise. Neither do I make the 
startling statement that a man will sin 
and go to hell if he uses medicine. But 
I do preach divine healing in its fullness 
and those who wish to accept it may do 
sO. 

It is true that Isaiah told Hezekiah to 
take a lump of figs but this has nothing 
to do with the New Testament means 
of healing. Also it is evident that figs 
did not heal him, but God said, “I will 
heal thee.” Jesus did not use the clay on 
the eyes of the bind man for any cura- 
tive power, for He commanded the man 
at once to go and wash it off. No one 
has heard of blindness from birth being 
healed by the use of clay as a medicine 
since then, nor ever before. It is evident 
that the spittle and clay were used by 
Jesus as a requirement of submission and 
obedience from the blind man. The 
thought must have been repulsive and 
humiliating to him as the clay was ap- 
plied to his eyes, but like Naaman, he 
submitted and obeyed and received the 
blessing unspeakable of healing. Wine 
was recommended as an article of diet, 
that was because the water of that day 
and in that section brought disease to 
people. It had in it insects, therefore, 
Paul requested that Timothy leave it 
alone. 

Medicines are recognized in the Word 
of God. In reference to this let us _ see 
what is in the Bible about it. Jer. 30: 
13, “Thou hast no healing medicines.” 
Jer. 46:11, “In vain shalt thou use many 
medicines.” Prov. 19:22,. “A merry 
heart doeth good like medicine.” Ezek. 
46:12, “And the fruit thereof shall be 
for meat, and the leaf thereof for medi- 
cine.” This latter reference does not 
mean any material remedy but is pro- 
phetical of the tree of life and divine 
healing. Rev. 22:2. Thus we see the 
Word of God places no intrinsic value 
upon medicine. 

The ministry of physicians for the 
body is net designed of God. The greater 
portion of the physicians of the land are 
ungodly people, many of them professed 
infidels, and were never designed of God 
to administer drugs and poisons to any 
one, much less to the people of God 
whose bodies are sacred temples of the 
Holy Ghost. The true ministers of the 
gospel are the ministers of both soul and 
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body. “And they departed, and went 
through the towns, preaching the gospel, 
and healing everywhere.” Luke 9:6. 
“And they went forth, and preached ev- 
erywhere, the Lord working with them, 
and confirming the word with signs fol- 
lowing.” Mark 16:20. 


"Tis true also that the ministry of 
physicians is recognized in the Bible. Job 
13:4, “But ye are forgers of lies, ye are 
all physicians of no value.” 2 Chr. 16: 
12, “And Asa in the thirty and ninth 
year of his reign was diseased in his feet, 
until his disease was exceeding great; yet 
in his disease he sought not the Lord but 
to physicians.”” Mark 5:26. “And had 
suffered many things of many physic- 
ians, but rather grew worse.” These 
scriptures show that the Bible gives no 
very favorable recognition of physicians. 


Dr. Mason Good says, “My experience 
with Materia Medica has proven it a 
base'ess fabric of dreams, and its theory 
pernicious; and the way out of it the 
only interesting passage it contains.” I 
feel it my duty to spread the message of 
divine healing, yes, so much so as I have 
the soon coming of Christ. I also believe 
that every minister should do the same, 
and any preacher that takes healing from 
the sacred Word of God and _ teaches 
otherwise, has no business to stand be- 
hind the pulpit as an ambassador of God. 
We are creatures of God. He is our Crea- 
tor, and to think of a creator not provid- 
ing some remedy for those in need would 
be improper. Our Lord Jesus Christ does 
heal to-day. 

Dear ones, I hope I have brought new 
light to your minds, especially you who 
know nothing about healing, in this mes- 
sage given in love, simplicity, and faith 
to you. May the Lord from this time on 
be your healer.
